You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said 
Town  on  Tuesday  the  fourth  of  March  next,  at  7:00  o'clock  in  the 
forenoon  to  act  on  the  following  or  tides  number  1  to  12  which 
shall  be  by  written  ballot.  Polls  arc  to  close  no  earlier  than  6:00 
P.M.  Action  on  the  remaining  articles  commencing  with  Article 
number  13  will  be  at  the  Town  Meeting  on  'March  11,  1975,  and 
will  be  at  McKelvie  School  at  8:00  P.M. 


ARTICLE  1.     To  elect  necessary  town  officers  and  School  officers 
for  the  ensuing  year  and  ensuing  three  rears. 


ARTICLE  2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  enact  one  of  the 
following  three  alternatives  in  regard  to  Sunday  sales  in  the  Town 
of  Bedford: 

(A)  In  pursuance  of  authority  conferred  bv  Chapter  332-D: 4,  New 
Hampshire  Revised  Statutes  Annotated,  and  for  the  purpose  of 
prompting  the  health,  safety,  morals,  prosperity,  convenience,  and 
general  welfare  of  all  persons  governed  by  this  ordinance: 

I.  It  shall  be  lawful  to  conduct  sports,  games  or  exhibitions  in 
connection  with  which  admission  is  charged  or  donations  are 
made,  or  accepted  after  one  o'clock  P.M.,  on  the  Lord's  Day, 
within  the  Town  of  Bedford,  but  only  after  a  license  there- 
for shall  have  been  granted  bv  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  said 
license  to  be  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  may  determine. 

It  shall  be  lawful  to  conduct  sports  and  games  in  connec- 
tion with  which  no  admission  is  charged  and  no  donations  are 
made  or  accepted  within  the  Town  of  Bedford  on  the  Lord's 
Day  in  such  places  and  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  may  determine. 
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II.  It  shall  be  lawful  to  serve  meals  and  to  furnish  supplies  service 
and  repairs  required  bv  automotive  apparatus  on  the  Lord's 
Day  within  the  Town  of  Bedford.  It  shall  also  be  lawful  to 
sell  the  following  named  articles  on  the  Lord's  Day  within  the 
Town  of  Bedford  in  addition  to  those  permitted  to  be  sold 
by  Chapter  332-D :2,  New  Hampshire  Revised  Statutes  An- 
notated: fruit  confectionery,  ice  cream,  soft  drinks,  foods 
fully  prepared  for  consumption  and  in  perishable  form,  tobacco 
in  its  various  forms,  flowers,  newspapers,  periodicals  and  toilet 
necessities;  but  no  person  shall  sell  any  such  articles  or  serve 
meals  or  furnish  supplies,  service  and  repairs  required  by  auto- 
motive apparatus  until  he  shall  have  obtained  a  permit  to  do 
so  at  a  fee  of  $50.00  per  year,  payable  in  March,  from  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  be  em- 
powered to  issue  and  revoke  such  permit  in  accordance  with 
the  following  regulations: 

1.  Permits  shall  be  issued  onlv  to  retail  businesses  contain- 
ing not  greater  than  3,500  square  feet  of  interior  space  ex- 
clusive of  back  room,  office  and  processing  space.  This  re- 
quirement may  be  waived  in  the  sole  discretion  of  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  upon  a  reasonable  showing  bv  the  applicant 
that  no  violation  of  or  infringement  upon  the  spirit  and 
intent  of  this  ordinance  shall  result  from  the  issuance  of 
said  permit,  recognizing  that  similar  applicants  shall  be 
treated  in  the  s  me  manner. 

2.  Permits  shall  be  issued  onlv  to  retail  businesses  whose 
activities  do  not  create  an  unreasonable  volume  of  motor 
vehicle  traffic  around  said  business. 

3.  Permits  shall  be  issued  onlv  to  retail  businesses  whose 
activities  do  not  disrupt  the  intended  purpose  of  the  Lord's 
Daw  said  purpose  being  to  promote  the  health,  morals, 
tranquility,  and  general  welfare  through  a  dav  of  rest  for 
the  working  populace. 

III.  It  shall  be  the  dutv  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  are  herebv  given  power  and  authority  to  enforce 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  and  to  require  such  applica- 
tions to  be  filed  and  documents  to  be  produced  bv  the  appli- 
cant as  mav  be  necessary  for  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  carry 
out  their  duties  as  set  forth  herein. 

IV.  Even'  person,  persons,  corporation,  or  other  entitv  violating 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  fined  not  more 
than  One  Hundred  Dollars  ($100.00)  upon  conviction  for 
each  day  such  violation  mav  exist,  and  each  day  that  such 
violation  continues  shall  constitute  a  separate  violation,  and  in 
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the  case  of  a  corporation,  its  responsible  corporate  officer,  in- 
dividually, shall  be  so  also  fined  and  in  an  identical  amount. 

V.  The  invalidity  of  any  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  not 
affect  the  validity  of  any  other  provisions. 

VI.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage  as  required 
by  Chapter  332-D: 4,  New  Hampshire  Revised  Statutes  An- 
notated, and  any  Ordinance,  or  anv  parts  of  Ordinances,  in- 
consistent herewith  are  hereby  repealed. 


(B)  In  pursuance  of  authority  conferred  by  Chapter  332-D: 4,  New 
Hampshire  Revised  Statutes  Annotated,  and  for  the  purpose  of 
promoting  the  health,  safety,  morals,  prosperity,  convenience,  and 
general  welfare  of  all  persons  governed  by  this  ordinance: 

I.  It  shall  be  lawful  to  conduct  sports,  games  or  exhibitions  in 

connection  with  which  admission  is  charged  or,  donations  are 
made,  or  accepted  after  one  o'clock  P.M.,  on  the  Lord's  Dav, 
within  the  Town  of  Bedford,  but  onlv  after  a  license  therefor 
shall  have  been  granted  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  said  license 
to  be  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the  Board  of  Select- 
men mav  determine. 

It  shall  be  lawful  to  conduct  sports  and  games  in  connec- 
tion with  which  no  admission  is  charged  and  no  donations 
are  made  or  accepted  within  the  Town  of  Bedford  on  the 
Lord's  Dav  in  such  places  and  upon  such  terms  and  conditions 
as  the  Board  of  Selectmen  may  determine. 

II.  It  shall  be  lawful  to  serve  meals  and  to  furnish  supplies,  service 
and  repairs  required  bv  automotive  apparatus  on  the  Lord's 
Dav  within  the  town. 

III.  It  shall  be  lawful  to  permit  the  operation  of  any  general  mer- 
chandise establishment,  including  but  not  limited  to  grocery 
stores,  drug  stores,  real  estate  sales,  anv  automobile  salesroom, 
or  a  used  car  lot,  or  anv  branch  or  department  connected  with 
anv  automotive  establishment  at  which  new  or  used  cars  are 
exchanged  or  offered  for  sale,  on  the  Lord's  Dav  within  the 
town,  and  to  permit  advertisement  therefor,  the  hours  of  such 
operation  to  be  between  12:01  P.M.  and  6:00  P.M.,  except  that 
drug  stores  and  grocerv  stores  with  an  interior  space  not  in 
excess  of  3.500  square  feet  shall  be  permitted  to  open  from 
8:00  A.M.  to  9:00  P.M. 
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IV.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  engage  in  anv  of  the  permitted  opera- 
tions set  forth  in  Paragraph  II  &  III  on  the  Lord's  Day  within 
the  town  unless  a  license  therefor,  expiring  on  December  31 
annually,  has  been  issued  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  upon 
payment  of  the  fee  prescribed,  based  on  the  gross  square  feet 
of  area  occupied  by  the  business  seeking  such  license  as  fol- 
lows: 

$50.00  for  the  first  2,500  square  feet  or  fraction  thereof 
plus  $1.00  per  100  square  feet  or  fraction  thereof  over  2,500 
square  feet,  except  that  the  maximum  fee  for  any  license  shall 
be  $500.00. 

The  applicant  for  a  license  shall  provide  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  with  the  floor  area  from  which  the  fee  shall  be 
computed  and  both  the  floor  area  and  fee  shall  be  indicated 
on  the  license.  Misrepresentation  of  any  information  required 
to  obtain  a  license  shall  be  cause  for  revocation  of  said  li- 
cense without  refund  and  a  new  license  must  be  applied  for 
and  issued  for  Sunday  sales  to  be  permitted.  Provided,  however, 
that  refreshment  stands  or  booths  that  only  operate  during  the 
months  of  May,  June,  July,  August  and  September,  including 
mobile  operations,  shall  be  issued  a  Sunday  license  at  a  fee 
of  $25.00,  while  during  the  month  of  December  only,  a  special 
Sunday  license  shall  be  issued  for  the  sale  of  Christmas  trees 
and  wreaths  only  at  a  fee  of  $10.00  Provided,  further,  that 
upon  application  to  the  Board  of  Selectment,  a  temporary 
license  may  be  issued  for  the  sale  of  retail  merchandise  for  a 
period  not  to  exceed  two  (2)  months  during  a  calendar  year, 
the  fee  for  such  temporary  license  to  be  $50.00  per  month. 

V.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  are  herebv  given  power  and  authority  to  enforce 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  and  to  require  such  applica- 
tions to  be  filed  and  documents  to  be  produced  by  the  appli- 
cant as  may  be  necessarv  for  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  carry 
out  their  duties  as  set  forth  herein. 

VI.  Every  person,  persons,  corporation,  or  other  entity  violating 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  fined  not  more 
than  One  Hundred  Dollars  ($100.00)  upon  conviction  for  each 
day  such  violation  may  exist,  and  each  day  that  such  violation 
continues  shall  constitute  a  separate  violation,  and  in  the  case 
of  a  corporation,  its  responsible  corporate  officer,  individually, 
shall  be  so  also  fined  and  in  an  identical  amount. 
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VII.  The  invalidity  of  any  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  not 
affect  the  validity  of  any  other  provisions. 

VIII.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage  as  re- 
quired by  Chapter  332-D: 4,  New  Hampshire  Revised  Statutes 
Annotated,  and  any  Ordinance,  or  any  parts  of  Ordinances  in- 
consistent herewith  are  hereby  repealed. 


(C)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  permit  the  opening  of  retail  stores  on 
Sunday  between  the  hours  of  nine  in  the  morning  and  six  in  the 
evening  in  any  store  having  less  than  6,000  square  feet  of  interior 
customer  selling  space  and  employing  less  than  5  employees  on  said 
date,  provided  that  the  only  retail  sales  permitted  shall  be  fruit, 
confectionery,  ice  cream,  soft  drinks,  foods  fullv  prepared  for  con- 
sumption and  in  perishable  form,  tobacco  in  its  various  forms,  flow- 
ers, newspapers,  periodicals  and  toilet  necessities  and  all  items  per- 
mitted under  RSA  332-D,  but  no  person  shall  sell  any  such  article 
until  he  shall  have  obtained  a  permit  to  do  so  at  the  fee  of  $5.00 
per  year,  payable  in  March,  from  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  such 
permit  shall  be  revocable  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  upon  a  show- 
ing of  good  cause.  Restaurants,  regardless  of  size,  number  of  em- 
ployees and  hours  of  operation,  shall  be  allowed  to  remain  open 
upon  obtaining  the  permit  provided  for  in  this  article,  and  it  shall 
be  lawful  to  furnish  supplies,  service  and  repairs  required  by  auto- 
motive apparatus  upon  obtaining  said  permit.  (Submitted  bv  peti- 
tion) 

ARTICLE  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  following 
Live  Entertainment  Licensing  establishment  Ordinance: 

1.  No  person,  persons,  corporation,  or  other  entity  shall  con- 
duct live  entertainment,  including  but  not  limited  to  musical 
entertainment,  open  to  the  public  unless  a  license  shall  first 
be  obtained  therefor  from  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  Said  license 
shall  be  issued  at  a  fee  of  $100  per  vear.  and  shall  be  renew- 
able on  the  first  day  of  March  for  each  year.  The  Board  of 
Selectmen  shall  be  empowered  to  revoke  said  license  for  viola- 
tion of  any  provisions  of  this  ordinance  and  to  take  action  in 
any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  in  law  or  in  equity  to 
enjoin  the  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance 
or  for  any  other  relief  which  mav  be  just. 

2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  as  part  of  said  live 
entertainment  or  otherwise  when  in  a  public  place  so  licensed 
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to  intentionaly  expose  the  private  or  intimate  parts  of  his  or  her 
body  in  a  lewd  manner  or  commit  any  other  lewd  act. 

3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  are  hereby  given  power  and  authority  to 
enforce  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

4.  Every  person,  persons,  corporation,  or  other  entity  violating 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  fined  not  more 
than  One  Hundred  Dollars  ($100)  upon  conviction  for  each 
day  such  violation  may  exist,  and  each  day  that  such  violation 
continues  shall  constitute  a  separate  violation,  and  in  the  case 
of  Paragraph  #2,  the  employer  of  said  person  shall  also  be  so 
fined  and  in  an  identical  amount,  and  in  the  case  where  said 
employer  is  a  corporation,  its  responsible  corporate  officer,  in- 
dividually, shall  be  so  fined  also  and  in  an  identical  amount. 

5.  The  invalidity  of  any  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall 
not  affect  the  validity  of  any  other  provisions. 

6.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage,  and  any 
ordinance,  or  any  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  herewith  are 
hereby  repealed. 

ARTICLE  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  for  the  following 
ordinance  reestablishing  the  present  Park  and  Recreation  Commis- 
sion in  conference  with  New  Hampshire  Statutes: 

That  under  and  in  accordance  with  New  Hampshire  Revised 
Statutes  Annotated,  Chapter  31:44  through  31:50A  as  amended 
there  is  herebv  created  in  the  Town  of  Bedford  a  PARKS  and 
RECREATION  COMMISSION  of  five  members  to  be  appointed 
by  the  Selectmen  and  to  exercise  the  powers  set  forth  in  New 
Hampshire  Revised  Statues  Annotated  31:44  and  31:50A.  The  fifth 
member  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  shall  be 
an  Ex  Officio  member  of  the  Commission. 

ARTICLE  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  pursuant  to  RSA,  Chapter  252, 
Section  19  through  22,  will  vote  to  establish  a  Board  of  Commis- 
sioner to  exercise  all  the  powers  in  the  Town  which  would  other- 
wise be  conferred  upon  the  Selectmen  with  regard  to  the  construc- 
tion and  maintenance  of  Sewers. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  approve  the  following  amend- 
ments to  the  Zoning,  Building,  Road  Ordinances,  and  Land  Sub- 
division Regulations. 
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ARTICLE  6.     To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  add  to  Article  III: 
General  Provisions.,  a  Section  E  which  will  read: 

"Unless  otherwise  provided  in  this  ordinance  the  minimum 
front  yard  set  back  between  any  highway  right  of  way  and  any 
building  shall  be  thirty-five  feet  and  the  minimum  side  and  rear 
set  back  between  any  side  and  rear  property  lines  and  any  building 
shall  be  twenty-five  (25)  feet." 


ARTICLE  7.     To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  add  to  Article  III: 
General  Provisions,  a  Section  F  which  will  read: 

"Regulations  governing  the  erection  and  maintenance  of  poli- 
tical signs  (i.e.  signs  endorsing  the  candidacy  of  an  individual 
entered  in  any  primary  or  general  election)  are  as  follows: 

1.  No  signs  shall  be  posted  sooner  than  seventeen  calendar 
davs  prior  to  the  election. 

2.  No  sign  shall  be  larger  than  12  square  feet. 

3.  Each  sign  must  be  provided  with  its  own  support.  Posting 
of  signs  on  trees,  utility  poles,  vehicular  control  standards, 
stops  signs,  etc. )  fences,  or  buildings  is  expressly  prohibited. 

4.  No  signs  shall  be  posted  on  publicly  owned  land.  Persons 
posting  signs  must  be  able  to  produce  written  permission  from 
the  landowner  when  requested  by  Town  Officials  or  Police. 

5.  No  sign  mav  be  located  within  100  feet  of  another. 

6.  Each  sign  must  carrv  the  name  and  permanent  address  of 
the  individual  or  organization  posting  it.  Such  identification 
may  appear  on  the  back  of  the  sign,  but  must  withstand  nor- 
mally anticipated  weather  effects. 

7.  Signs  must  be  removed  within  seven  davs  of  the  election. 
A  successful  candidate  in  a  primary  must  remove  his  signs 
within  the  seven  dav  period,  however,  no  new  permission  is 
required  unless  the  sign  is  to  be  erected  in  a  new  location  for 
the  General  Election  subject  to  the  seventeen  day  restriction. 

8.  Signs  which  have  not  been  removed  within  the  seven  day 
period  following  an  election  will  be  removed  bv  the  Town 
and  the  person  identified  by  paragraph  6  as  posting  it  will  be 
subject  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $15.00  per  sign.  In  the  event 
the  identity  of  the  person  posting  the  sign  is  obliterated,  the 
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fine  will  be  assessed  against  the  candidate  indicated  by  the 
sign. 

9.  Defacing,  removal,  or  other  tampering  with  signs  erected 
in  conformance  with  this  ordinance  is  a  misdemeanor  and 
punishable  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $15.00  for  each  offense. 

10.  The  erection  of  said  signs  under  this  ordinance  shall  not 
relieve  the  owner  of  the  sign  from  responsibility  for  its  erection 
and  maintenance  in  a  safe  manner  and  the  Town  of  Bedford 
shall  be  held  harmless  from  any  and  all  claims  resulting  from 
the  existence  of  such  signs. 

ARTICLE  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  add  to  Article  X: 
Commercial,  Limited  Commercial,  Neighborhood  Commercial,  and 
Highway  Commercial  —  General  Regulations,  the  following:

ARTICLE  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  change  Article  XV: 
Service  Industrial  District,  Section  A.  6,  Set-back  to  read: 

"There  shall  be  between  any  highway  or  street  right  of  way 
and  any  building  a  minimum  of  sixtv  (60)  feet." 

ARTICLE  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  change  Article 
XVI:  Industrial  Park  District,  Section  B.  3,  Set-hack  to  read: 

"There  shall  be  between  any  highway  or  street  right  of  way 
and  any  building  a  minimum  of  one  hundred  (100)  feet." 

ARTICLE  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  change  the  classifi- 
cation of  an  eighty-five  (85)  foot  wide  rectangular  parcel  of  land 
between  Route  3  and  the  F.  E.  Everett  Turnpike  from  Residential 
Agricultural  to  Commercial.  This  parcel  is  adjacent  to  and  imme- 
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diately  south  of  the  existing  commercial  zone  located  on  Route  3 
at  the  Manchester/Bedford  Town  Line.  (By  Petition)  Recom- 
mended by  the  Planning  Board.

We  have  examined  the  balance  sheet  of  the  Town  of  Bedford, 
N.  H.  as  of  December  31,  1974  and  the  related  statements  of 
revenues  and  fund  equities,  for  the  year  then  ended.  Our  examina- 
tion was  conducted  in  accordance  with  generallv  accepted  auditing 
standards,  and  accordingly  included  such  tests  of  the  accounting 
records  and  other  auditing  procedures  as  we  considered  necessary 
under  the  circumstances.  Our  audit  included  examination  of  the 
accounting  records  of  the  Selectmen,  Town  Treasurer,  Town  Clerk, 
Tax  Collector,  Treasurer  of  the  Public  Librarv,  and  Trustee  of  the 
Trust  Funds. 

The  Schedule  of  Town  Property  and  the  related  Schedule  of 
Note  Payments  on  Notes,  payable  for  Water  System  Planning,  Con- 
struction Sanitary  Land  Fill  and  Sewerage  Treatment  Plan  are 
presented  separately  instead  of  an  integral  part  of  the  balance  sheet. 

In  our  opinion,  except  as  noted  in  the  preceding  paragraph,  the 
balance  sheet  and  related  statements  of  revenues  and  expenses 
and  fund  equities  present  fairly  the  financial  position  of  the  various

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE 
BEDFORD  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 
Year  Ending  December  31,  1974 

We  have  reached  the  end  of  another  Library  year.  A  year 
which  has  perhaps  been,  in  the  world  at  large,  one  of  some  dis- 
illusionments,  pas  proved,  in  our  small  area  of  Bedford,  and  speci- 
fically in  the  Bedford  Public  Library,  to  be  a  rewarding  one.  With 
a  forward-looking  Board  of  Trustees,  a  dedicated  and  capable 
Library  staff,  and  an  appreciative  public,  our  Library  is  a  beehive  of 
activity  every  day  of  the  wek. 

One  thinks  of  a  Library  in  terms  of  books,  and  this  is  indeed 
the  major  part  of  our  Bedford  Library.  But  we  are  proud  to  report 
that  the  Library  also  provides  for  the  public  8mm  films,  cassettes, 
recordings,  as  well  as  periodicals,  pamphlets,  newspapers,  and 
prints.  And  in  addition  to  our  large  selection  of  books  of  fiction  and 
non-fiction,  for  adults,  young  people,  and  children,  we  provide 
large-print  books  for  people  with  limited  evesight.  and  a  complete 
selection  of  encyclopedias  and  other  works  of  reference.  New  and 
popular  with  voung  people  are  our  "Career  Materials,"  provided  as 
a  guide  in  making  useful  and  relevant  Career  plans.  These  the 
Library  has  available  in  pamphlets  and  cassette-tapes.  We  are  glad 
to  provide  and  deliver  books  to  shut-ins,  either  at  home  or  at  local 
Nursing  Homes. 

This  past  vear,  too,  through  the  efforts  of  our  Librarian,  Mrs. 
Frances  Wiggin,  Bedford  has  joined  with  other  towns  in  the  area, 
in  a  system  of  co-operative  buying  of  books  and  other  materials. 
This  arrangement  makes  it  possible  for  participating  towns  to  re- 
ceive a  much  larger  discount  from  jobbers,  a  more  economical 
arrangement  for  Bedford,  in  every  way.  Included,  with  books,  in 
the  Co-operative  buying,  are  book  jackets,  pockets,  cards,  and 
tapes,  which  are  all  obtained  much  more  economically  when  pur- 
chased in  larger  quantities.  Participating  in  this  project,  with  Bed- 
ford, are  the  towns  of  Amherst,  Brookline,  Candia,  Greenville,  Hollis, 
Lvndeboro,  'Merrimack,  Milford,  New  Boston,  Weare,  and  Wilton. 

But  vour  Library  Trustees  feel  that  the  most  exciting  experience 
of  the  past  year,  for  the  Library,  has  been  that  of  PROJECT 
"AESOP."  This  project,  involving  many  of  the  same  towns  partici- 
pating in  the  co-operative  book-buying,  is  administered  by  the 
Bedford  Public  Library,  with  Mrs.  Wiggin  as  head  administrator. 
It  is  designed  to  provide  a  "comprehensive  collection  of  audio- 
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visual  materials  ( 8mm  and  16  films,  filmstrips,  slides,  cassettes,  and 
records)  for  pre-schoolers  and  primary  age  children."  And  for 
Project  "Aesop,"  the  State  Library  Commission  allocated  an  amount 
of  $8,500.00  in  Federal  funds.  Stipulations  on  this  funding  require 
a  monthly  narrative  and  financial  report  to  the  State  Library  Com- 
mission; and  the  monev  voted  must  be  spent  on  this  specific  project. 

Mrs.  Wiggin  has  also  served  the  past  year  as  Chairman  of  the 
Southeast  District  Advisory  Council,  and  in  this  capacity  has  made 
five  professional  talks  through  the  area.  She  also  served  as  General 
Chairman  of  the  1974  two-day  meeting  of  the  New  Hampshire 
Librarv  Council,  held  each  year  in  May. 

Mrs.  Wiggin  has  also  served  the  past  year  as  Chairman  of  the 
the  past  year  as  Secretary  of  the  New  Hampshire  Librarv  Associa- 
tion, one  of  the  major  branches  of  the  Library  Council. 

As  requested  from  time  to  time  by  teachers  in  the  Bedforc 
Public  Schools,  Mrs.  Peck  has  also  made  several  visits  to  our  schools, 
where  she  has  given  interesting  and  informative  talks  to  the  school 
children  on  the  History  of  the  Town  of  Bedford. 

It  is  of  course,  our  Library  work  right  here  in  Bedford  which 
goes  on,  increasing  as  the  use  of  our  Library  increases.  This  past 
vear  the  Summer  Reading  Program  again  flourished,  with  22  story- 
hours  for  pre-school  children.  These  were  divided,  so  that  separate 
story-hours  were  held  —  one  for  three  and  four  year  olds,  another 
for  five  and  six  year  olds.  An  incentive  reading  program  was  again 
held  last  summer.  This  program  is  organized  for  children  from 
second  through  sixth  grade.  It  has  been  highly  successful  in  stimu- 
lating interest  in  reading,  among  child  in  this  age  group. 

The  use  of  the  Bedford  Room,  on  the  lower  level  of  the  Library, 
continues  to  prove  popular.  This  room  was  used,  bv  various  groups, 
119  times  during  the  year  1974. 

The  Youth  Employment  Service  (YES  Program),  designed  to 
help  teen-agers  secure  after  school  and  vacation  emplovment,  was 
again  sponsored  by  the  Library. 

A  popular  feature  of  the  Library,  aesthetically  and  educa- 
tionally, is  the  Exhibit  which  meets  your  eye  as  you  walk  into  the 
Common  Room.  Enclosed  in  a  glass  case  on  the  wall  across  from 
the  entrance,  this  exhibit  is  new  each  month.  It  is  planned  and 
arranged,  appropriately  for  each  season  of  the  year,  by  Mrs.  Betty 
Thacher,  and  is  truly  worthy  of  your  attention. 
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The  Adult  Reading  Group,  sponsored  by  the  Library  each  year 
from  January  to  May,  continues  to  grow  in  numbers  and  popularity. 
Meetings  are  held  every  Monday  morning,  and  while  the  member- 
ship is  largely  women,  there  are  often  a  few  men  who  are  able  ( and 
apparently  happy)  to  be  in  attendance  and  to  assist  us  with  book 
reviews.  The  committee  in  charge  includes  Mrs.  Wiggin,  Mrs.  Peck, 
and  Mrs.  Esther  Ayer,  with  the  reading  under  the  direction  of 
Mrs.  Ayer.  The  Librarian  gives  "capsule"  reviews  of  new  or  unusual 
books  available  in  the  Library.  Last  year  Mrs.  Peck  spent  a  valuable 
hour  playing  for  the  Group  portions  of  new  records  available  in 
the  Library,  an  experience  which  proved  very  worthwhile.  Indi- 
vidual books  are  reviewed  by  Mrs.  Ayer,  and  bv  many  members  of 
the  Group,  as  requested  by  the  Director,  And  as  a  Group,  last  year, 
the  members  read  aloud  Shakespeare's  "Macbeth,"  and  Arthur 
Miller's  "The  Crucible."  Adults,  both  men  and  women,  are  welcome 
at  this  group.  It  has  had,  the  past  year,  an  average  attendance  of  25 
people,  both  men  and  women,  mostlv  Bedford  residents,  but  even 
members  coming  to  us  from  Manchester,  Amherst,  Hooksett,  and 
as  far  away  as  Deering. 

The  Librarian  and  Staff  are  glad  to  give  grateful  acknowledg- 
ment and  thanks  for  many  memorial  Gifts  of  books  which  have 
been  received  by  the  Library  this  past  year.  The  Trustees,  too,  feel 
that  this  is  a  personal  and  satisfying  way  to  memorialize  loved  ones. 

In  addition  to  Mrs.  Frances  Wiggin,  Librarian,  the  Staff  in- 
cludes Mrs.  Doris  Peck,  Assistant  Librarian,  and  Mrs.  Betty  Thacher 
and  Mrs.  Barbara  Potter  as  part-time  Library  Assistants.  A  faithful 
and  efficient  group  of  Volunteer  helpers  includes  Mrs.  Janet  Hol- 
land, Mrs.  Nancy  Larrabee,  Mrs.  Mary  Jane  Lee,  Mrs.  Barbara 
Mueller,  Mrs.  Andrea  Solms,  and  Mrs.  Terry  Trott.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BEDFORD  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

This  past  year  marked  the  passing  of  a  milestone  in  the  de- 
partment's continuing  effort  to  better  protect  the  residents  and 
residences  of  Bedford.  In  October  the  red  phone  network  was  dis- 
banded after  twenty-two  years  of  operation  and  replaced  by  a 
radio  system  which  simultaneously  alerts  the  firemen  no  matter 
where  they  are.  Please  remember,  however,  that  472-3311  will  still 
connect  you  with  the  fire  department. 

The  department  also  added  a  seventy-five  foot  aeril  ladder 
truck.  During  the  year  this  truck  has  been  fully  equiped  to  make  it 
an  effective  fire-fighting  piece  of  apparatus.  Through  the  efforts  of 
Civil  Defense  some  other  much  needed  equipment  was  obtained 
for  the  department. 

Our  firemen  continue  to  receive  bi-monthly  training  to  help 
them  better  serve  the  town.  Many  of  the  men  augmented  this  train- 
ing by  attending  the  annual  Fire  Schools  at  Meadowood  in  Fitz- 
william  and  at  Lilly  Pond  in  Gilford.  Ten  men  also  took  the 
Emergency  Medical  Training  course  to  receive  State  certification 
enabling  them  to  work  on  the  rescue  unit. 

Fire  Prevention  Week  was  marked  by  an  open  house  at  the 
fire  station.  This  is  an  opportunity  for  the  community  to  see  the 
various  pieces  of  equipment  and  apparatus  the  department  now 
has.  Programs  on  home  fire  safety  were  again  presented  at  the 
elementarv  schools  and  to  the  kindergarten  children. 

Fire  prevention  and  inspection  is  the  primarv  duty7  of  each 
and  every  fire  department.  Their  next  function  is  to  extinguish  what 
they  have  failed  to  prevent. 

The  BEDFORD  FIRE  DEPARTMENT  has  formed  a  Fire 
Prevention  Bureau,  which  will  help  people  of  Bedford  to  have 
fire  safe  homes  and  businesses. 

The  Bedford  Team  presently  is:  Chairman,  Captain  Robert 
Bullock,  Captain  Harold  Hersey,  Lieutenant  John  Hilchey.  Fire- 
fighters. John  Hersev,  Richard  Pollock  and  Don  Folsom,  Secretary. 

Because  of  legal  technicalities,  the  bureau  cannot  inspect  homes, 
etc.  without  the  written  request  of  the  homeowner.  Cards  for  this 
purpose  will  be  available  at  the  fire  station. 

The  department  is  also  pleased  to  announce  the  establishment  of 
the  Norman  Richards  Memorial  Scholarship  fund.  Awards  will  be

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REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  DISTRICT  CHIEF 

All  open  burning  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow  is 
controlled  by  the  Town  Forest  Fire  Warden  in  cooperation  with 
the  New  Hampshire  Forest  Fire  Service.  Anyone  wishing  to  kindle 
a  fire  out-of-doors  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow 
must  have  a  written  permit  signed  by  the  Town  Forest  Fire  Warden. 
If  the  fire  is  to  be  kindled  on  land  not  owned  by  the  person  kin- 
dling the  fire  then  he  must  have  the  permission  of  the  landowner. 
No  outdoor  fires  can  be  kindled  between  9  A.M.  and  5  P.M.  unless 
it  is  raining,  without  the  additional  approval  of  the  District  Forest 
Fire  Chief. 

The  1974  forest  fire  season  was  one  of  the  worst  in  the  past 
two  decades.  Woodlands  in  central  and  southern  New  Hampshire 
became  so  dry  in  mid  August  that  the  Governor  and  Council,  upon 
the  recommendation  of  the  State  Forester,  enacted  a  partial  wood- 
lands closure  in  Sullivan,  Cheshire,  Hillsborough,  Merrimack  and 
Belknap  Counties  and  a  complete  woodlands  closure  in  Strafford 
and  Rockingham  Counties  plus  the  Towns  of  Barnstead,  Gilmanton 
and  Alton  in  Belknap  County.  Through  the  excellent  cooperation 
of  the  citizens  of  our  State  no  major  forest  fire  occurred  at  anv  time 
during  the  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SOUTHERN  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 
PLANNING  COMMISSION 

The  primary  function  of  the  Southern  New  Hampshire  Plan- 
ning Commission  is  to  provide  member  communities  with  ad- 
ministrative and  technical  advice  that  are  necessary  to  identify  and 
resolve  "areawide"  problems;  develop  programs  to  carry  out  re- 
gional plans;  and  effect  local  efforts  that  will  help  assure  co- 
ordinated, progressive  development  in  a  regional  perspective. 

Regional  Planning 

Major  regional  planning  efforts  of  the  Southern  New  Hamp- 
shire Planning  Commission  include: 

Transportation  Planning  —  Under  Federal  Law  the 
Southern  New  Hampshire  Planning  Commission  was  des- 
ignated by  the  Governor  as  the  agency  responsible  for 
transportation  planning  in  the  metropolitan  area.  Present 
activities  of  the  Southern  New  Hampshire  Planning  Com- 
mission include  —  updating  the  highway  plan  prepared 
in  1967,  monitoring  the  development  of  a  bus  system  in 
accordance  with  the  mass  transit  development  plan  pre- 
pared in  1972  and  monitoring  air  transportation.  This 
planning  activity  is  designed  to  provide  maximum  cordina- 
tion  between  transportation  modes,  while  developing  an 
integrated  system  which  can  best  serve  the  region  for  the 
next  twenty  years. 

Land  Use  —  Guiding  growth  has  been  a  major  con- 
cern of  New  Hampshire  towns  over  the  past  two  years, 
Under  State  laws  each  Town  Planning  Board  has  the  re- 
sponsibility of  adopting  plans  which  will  guide  the  growth 
of  the  Town  and  the  Town  has  the  authority  to  adopt 
zoning  regulations  in  support  of  these  plans.  The  South- 
ern New  Hampshire  Planning  Commission  has  prepared 
a  "Handbook  for  Planning  Boards  and  Zoning  Boards  of 
Adjustment"  to  help  them  in  these  efforts. 

In  addition,  the  Southern  New  Hampshire  Planning 
Commission  reviews  and  monitors  proposed  State  legisla- 
tion which  will  affect  towns. 

Water  Quality  (Sewers)  —  Development  of  a  co- 
ordinated areawide  sewer  system  to  insure  water  quality 
continues  to  be  a  major  objective  of  the  Southern  New 
Hampshire  Planning  Commission.  The  areawide  sewage 
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treatment  plant  under  construction  in  Manchester  is  ex- 
pected to  be  completed  early  in  1976.  Design  plans  for 
sewering  portions  of  Bedford  are  expected  to  be  underway 
this  year. 

Recreation  —  In  cooperation  with  the  New  Hampshire 
Department  of  Resources  and  Economic  Development  the 
Southern  New  Hampshire  Planning  Commission  is  par- 
ticipating in  preparation  of  a  Statewide  recreation  plan. 
The  Southern  New  Hampshire  Planning  Commission  is 
providing  data  and  evaluations  of  recreation  needs  for  its 
region. 

Technical  Assistance 

Assistance  was  provided  to  the  Planning  Board,  School  Board, 
and  Selectmen  by  W.  Ray  Walker,  of  the  Southern  New  Hampshire 
Planning  Commission.  He  regularly  attended  planning  board  meet- 
ings as  an  advisor  and  helped  prepare  material  for  Town  Meeting 
in  changes  to  the  zoning  ordinance.  Mr.  Walker  is  working  with 
the  School  Board  to  identify  potential  sites  for  future  schools.  In 
addition,  he  has  counseled  the  Selectmen  on  Federal  programs  and 
management  systems.  The  Town  is  expected  to  make  application 
for  funds  under  the  Community  Development  Act  with  the  assist- 
ance of  the  Southern  New  Hampshire  Planning  Commission. 

Bedford  Representatives 

Mr.  Eugene  M.  VanLoan,  Jr.  and  Mr.  Paul  Goldberg  represent 
Bedford  on  the  Southern  New  Hampshire  Planning  Commission. 
Mr.  VanLoan  serves  on  the  Southern  New  Hampshire  Planning 
Commission  Executive  Committee  and  the  Metropolitan  Manchester 
Transportation  Committee. 

The  Year  Ahead 

1975  regional  planning  programs  will  reflect  the  priorities 
established  by  your  representatives.  The  Southern  New  Hampshire 
Planning  Commission  will  continue  to  support  local  management 
capabilities  by  developing  necessary  plans  and  backup  data  and 
provide  technical  services  required  by  local  decision  makers. 

Every  effort  will  be  made  by  the  Southern  New  Hampshire 
Planning  Commission  to  get  needed  public  services  implemented. 
Any  citizen  interested  in  helping  solve  existing  problems  and  plan- 
ning for  the  betterment  of  the  area  should  contact  the  Southern 
New  Hampshire  Planning  Commission  offices  or  one  of  the  Town 
representatives.

With  the  close  cooperation  of  the  University  of  N.  H.  we  were 
able  to  contain  and  completelv  ameliorate  the  odor  and  fly  problem 
in  the  Boynton  St.  area  thru  the  university  continuing  it's  degree 
program  in  solution  of  town  problems.

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BEDFORD  HISTORIC  DISTRICT  COMMISSION 

At  Town  Meeting  in  March  1974,  the  voters  of  Bedford  ap- 
proved an  Historic  District  and  governing  Ordinance. 

The  Historic  District,  reflecting  elements  of  Bedford's  cultural, 
social,  economic  and  architectural  history,  encompasses  an  area 
generally  known  as  "Bedford  Center"  and  adjacent  environs. 

The  intent  of  the  Ordinance  is  to  safeguard  the  heritage  of  the 
District  by  conserving  property  values,  fostering  civic  beauty, 
strengthening  the  local  economy  and  promoting  the  use  of  such 
District  for  the  education,  pleasure  and  welfare  of  the  citizens  of 
Bedford. 

The  Historic  District  Commission  is  charged  with  the  ad- 
ministration of  the  Ordinance  and  has  the  power  to  accept,  review 
and  act  upon  all  applications  for  the  construction,  alteration,  repair, 
moving  or  demolition  of  such  structures  and  property  as  may  be 
situated  within  the  boundaries  of  the  Historic  District. 

During  the  past  year,  the  Historic  District  Commission  reviewed 
and  acted  on  three  applications  for  construction  within  the  District, 
issuing  certificates  of  approval  in  each  case.  The  proposed  construc- 
tion in  all  instances  involved  commercial  property  bordering  Route 
101. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  Historic  District  Commission,  guided  by 
the  intent  of  the  Ordinance,  to  impartially  and  objectively  accept, 
review  and  act  on  applications  for  construction,  etc.  within  the 
Historic  District  and  to  seek  advice  from  such  professional,  educa- 
tional and  other  groups  that  may  be  deemed  necessary  in  the  de- 
termination of  reasonable  decisions.

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REPORT  OF  PARKS  AND  RECREATION  COMMISSION 


It  has  been  a  year  of  looking  at  land  and  planning  future  de- 
velopment for  the  Park  &  Recreation  Commission. 

A  great  many  sites  were  looked  over  as  possible  recreation 
areas:  Low  value  land  that  would  need  costly  development,  high 
value  land  with  natural  water  possibilities,  and  many  inbetweens. 
After  much  discussion  and  evaluating,  a  28.5  acre  site  on  the 
northeast  corner  of  Nashua  and  County  Roads  was  purchased 
primarily  because  of  its  excellent  central  location.  Development 
plans  are  well  under  way.  Ruth  Bee,  newly  appointed  as  the  first 
woman  on  the  Commission,  is  a  guiding  spirit  in  the  development 
program  which  envisions  skating,  hockey,  tennis,  baseball  and 
swimming  all  at  the  one  area. 

While  the  new  area  is  of  particular  interest,  the  Bedford  Ball 
Park  on  Nashua  Road  has  been  steadilv  improved  under  the  man- 
agement of  Dick  Spurway  and  has  seen  increasing  use  bv  both 
casual  and  organized  groups  for  softball  and  Little  League. 

An  experimental  ice  rink  has  been  established  bv  the  Park  and 
Recreation  Commission  on  McKelvie  School  property  due  largely 
to  efforts  of  the  Jaycees  and  Bob  Healy,  our  newest  commissioner. 
It  is  hoped  that  experience  gained  at  the  experimental  rink  will  be 
helpful  in  providing  better  facilities  at  the  new  area. 

Planning  and  looking  ahead  so  as  to  coordinate  long-term 
activities  is  always  a  necessarv  function.  Burt  Hvman  has  drafted 
a  long-term,  broad  plan  for  parks  and  recreation  in  Bedford.  This 
plan  has  been  accepted  by  vote  of  the  Commission  for  guiding  fu- 
ture action  and  is  available  for  inspection  at  the  Selectmen's  office. 

Increasing  interest  in  public  recreation  in  Bedford  has  moti- 
vated the  Park  and  Recreation  Commission  to  instigate  action  for 
immediate  full  development  of  the  recreational  sites  now  available. 
Even'  effort  will  be  made  to  have  some  of  the  new  facilities  ready 
for  use  this  summer.

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ANNUAL  REPORT 
BEDFORD  PLANNING  BOARD 

At  the  annual  organizational  meeting  held  in  April,  1974,  the 
following  officers  were  elected: 

Chairman:  Paul  Goldberg 

Corresponding  Secretary:  Eugene  M.  Van  Loan,  Jr. 
Recording  Secretary:  Parsons  Richmond  (resigned) 
Treasurer:  Wallace  Moran. 

Other  members  of  the  Board  include:  Ernest  Miller  (resigned) 
Robert  Nilson,  and  Frank  Barnard.  Ex  Offico  member.  Mr.  Rich- 
mond was  replaced  by  Raymond  Kiestlinger  in  August,  and  Mr. 
Kiestlinger  was  elected  Recording  Secretary  for  the  remainder  of 
the  year.  Mr.  Miller  was  replaced  bv  John  Jacobson  in  September. 

The  majority  of  the  Board's  work  this  year  involved:  Review 
and  approval  or  denial  of  proposed  sub-divisions  brought  before  it; 
review  and  approval  or  denial  of  commercial  and  industrial  develop- 
ment site  plans;  and  preparation  of  proposed  changes  to  the  Town 
Zoning  Ordinance. 

The  Board  meets  on  the  first  and  second  Monday  of  each 
month.  Agendas  this  year  averaged  ten  items. 

Specific  recommendations  for  this  year's  changes  to  the  Zoning 
Ordinance  include: 

1.  Wording  to  clarify  the  front,  side,  and  rear  yard  set-back 
requirements. 

2.  Proposed  regulations  governing  the  erection  and  mainte- 
nance of  political  signs. 

3.  Establishment  of  minimum  geometric  design  standards  for 
required  parking  areas. 

4.  Clarification  of  set-back  requirements  in  the  Service  Indus- 
trial and  Industrial  Park  Districts. 

5.  Petition  for  chage  in  zoning  classification  of  an  85  foot 
wide  parcel  between  Route  3  and  the  F.  E.  Everett  Turn- 
pike from  residential  agricultural  to  commercial. 

The  Planning  Board  has  worked  with  the  Selectmen  and  other 
Town  Boards  to  develop  basic  information  needed  for  sound  plan- 
ning of  the  Town's  future.  The  Tax  Map  presently  being  prepared 
will  show  each  property  line  in  the  Town.  The  soil  mapping  pro- 
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posed  by  the  Conservation  Commission  will  be  an  aid  to  the  Plan- 
ning Board  in  their  review  of  proposed  future  development,  es- 
pecially in  the  area  of  on-site  sewage  disposal  and  wet  or  critical 
areas. 

During  the  next  year  the  Board  hopes  to  establish  a  program 
for  updating  the  Bedford  Comprehensive  Plan  prepared  in  1962-63. 
A  schedule  will  be  established  which  will  allow  the  Town  to  pro- 
ceed with  its  long-range  plan  in  basic  steps,  as  fast  or  as  slow  as  the 
people  desire. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  Planning  Board  to  prepare  and  adopt  a 
Town  Master  Plan.  This  plan  would  be  used  as  the  criteria  for 
approval  or  disapproval  of  proposed  development  plans.  Prepara- 
tion of  a  Master  Plan  will  require  that  the  Town  budget  funds  for 
this  pin-pose.  The  amount  of  funding  will  depend  upon  the  Town's 
people  and  whether  or  not  they  are  willing  to  help  the  Planning 
Board  gather  needed  data  and  provide  support  at  public  meetings.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  BEDFORD  CONSERVATION 
COMMISSION 

Most  members  of  the  Bedford  Conservation  Commission  were 
appointed  this  year,  thus  a  good  deal  of  time  was  spent  acquainting 
ourselves  with  the  functions  we  are  to  carry  on.  We  invited  guest 
speakers  so  that  we  might  learn  more  about  areas  of  concern  in 
conservation,  as  well  as  what  is  being  done  both  locally  and 
regionally. 

We  have  taken  it  upon  ourselves  to  attend  all  Planning  Board 
meetings  in  order  to  get  first  hand  knowledge  on  the  growth 
problems  facing  our  town.  We  sponsored  a  joint  meeting  with 
the  Planning  Board  to  hear  a  speaker  from  the  Hillsboro  County 
Conservation  District  who  discussed  the  development  and  use  of 
soil  maps.  Both  boards  realized  the  critical  part  that  such  maps 
could  plav  in  Bedford's  orderly  growth.  These  maps  indicate  the 
types  of  soil,  depth  of  ledge,  drainage,  grade,  wetlands  and  bodies 
of  water  making  important  decisions  more  beneficial  to  all.  Al- 
though the  maps  appear  highly  technical,  part  of  the  service  in- 
cludes training  all  interested  persons  in  their  proper  use.  In  order 
to  accomplish  this  goal,  we  have  placed  an  article  in  the  warrant 
requesting  the  necessary  funds.  The  contribution  of  the  federal 
government,  both  financially  and  in  service  makes  this  valuable 
tool  available  to  the  town  at  a  very  reasonable  cost. 

Much  time  has  been  spent  reviewing  and  approving  dredge 
and  fill  applications  which  refer  to  the  use  of  our  wetlands.  Wet- 
lands not  only  serve  as  refuges  for  animals,  but  function  as  a  vital 
link  in  flood  control. 

We  are  now  in  the  process  of  setting  up  sub  committees  with 
interested  citizens  to  help  us  in  such  areas  as  dredge  and  fill, 
acquisition  of  land,  and  conservation  activities  in  schools.  If  inter- 
ested please  contact  any  member  of  the  Conservation  Commission. 
A  file  will  be  kept  and  you  will  be  contacted  when  a  committee  of 
interest  for  you  is  being  formed. 

We  would  like  to  commend  the  Mother's  Club,  Jaycees,  Wel- 
come Wagon  Newcomers,  McKelvie  Students,  and  Jr.  Women's 
League  on  the  work  they  have  done  in  the  past  nine  months  col- 
lecting paper  and  glass  at  the  McKelvie  School  on  the  third  Satur- 
day of  each  month.  These  valuable  materials  can  be  recycled  so  that 
we  not  only  improve  the  environment,  but  also  reduce  the  volume 
of  land  fill.  The  recycling  committee,  made  up  of  one  member  from 
each  of  the  above  groups,  plus  a  member  of  the  Conservation  Com- 
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mission  have  decided  that  the  program  has  grown  so  successfully 
that  the  recycling  collection  site  should  be  changed  to  the  town 
sanitary  land  fill  area.  Under  this  new  program,  depositing  recycle- 
able  materials  in  permanently  placed  containers  could  take  place 
every  day. 

Conservation  Commission  meetings  are  on  the  2nd  Thursday 
of  each  month  in  the  Town  Offices.  All  interested  citizens  are 
welcome.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CHAIRMAN 
OF  THE  SCHOOL  BOARD 
To  the  Residents  of  Bedford 

If  inflation  is  taking  its  toll  on  the  home  budget,  its  effect  is 
obvious  on  the  town  budget,  and  more  particularly,  the  School 
District  budget.  The  sad  part  about  the  budgetary  process  is  that 
cuts  can  only  be  made  where  they  have  the  most  devasting  results. 
The  School  Board  wants  to  give  your  children  the  best  education 
possible  within  the  limits  set  by  the  annual  meeting.  We  have  no 
control  over  the  fantastic  rise  in  costs  of  fuel,  electricity,  paper 
products,  transportation  and  supplies  necessary  just  to  keep  the 
doors  open  of  our  schools.  That  means  that  less  of  the  educational 
dollar  goes  directly  to  education.  This  is  our  dilemma! 

Peter  Woodbury  School  is  everything  we  had  hoped  for.  It  is  a 
beautiful  educational  facility,  esthetically  and  functionally.  It  is  well 
staffed  and  well  equipped.  Moreover,  the  Board  is  proposing  to 
return  to  the  town  eighty  thousand  dollars  to  be  applied  to  the 
principle  payment  on  the  bond  issue  this  year  resulting  in  a  like 
amount  that  does  not  have  to  be  raised  by  taxes.  In  the  warrant 
you  will  find  a  proposal  that  an  additional  forty  thousand  dollars 
be  placed  in  a  capital  reserve  fund.  Once  this  fund  is  voted,  the 
fimds  cannot  be  used  until  voted  upon  by  the  town.  In  the  mean- 
while, it  can  be  invested  by  your  Trustees  in  an  attempt  to  stay  even 
with  inflation.  An  additional  sum  of  approximately  seventeen  thou- 
sand dollars  will  remain  in  the  building  fund  for  future  needs  of 
the  Peter  Woodburv  School.  The  Board  feels  that  this  is  good  plan- 
ning and  in  the  best  interest  of  the  schools  and  the  taxpayers. 
Special  thanks  should  go  to  Jim  O'Neil  and  unnamed  others  who 
kept  close  scrutiny  of  the  construction  and  costs  of  the  school. 

The  budget  contains  items  that  we  feel  absolutely  necessary 
to  keep  pace  with  the  educational  needs  of  our  children.  Among 
them  we  are  asking  for  three  new  teachers  to  meet  student- 
teacher  ratio  recommendations.  We  are  asking  for  the  same  budget 
figure  as  last  year  for  our  newly  established  intern  program.  If  you 
have  met  with  these  interns  or  your  child  has  worked  with  them, 
vou  understand  what  an  asset  we  have.  I  cannot  in  this  report 
go  through  the  budget  line  by  line  but  can  only  hope  that  you 
attended  the  budget  hearing  which  will  have  been  held  by  the 
time  vou  read  this  report. 
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At  this  writing,  salaries  have  not  been  settled  upon  as  we  are 
in  the  process  of  mediation  with  the  Bedford  Teachers'  Association. 
We  hope,  however,  that  you  will  support  the  final  figure  proposed 
by  the  Board,  as  it  will  have  been  arrived  at  through  the  long 
process  of  fair  and  full  negotiations.  I  personally  thank  the  other 
members  of  the  Board  and  our  teachers  that  this  is  so  and  thank  all 
of  them  that  this  District  will  not  be  a  repeat  of  the  Timberlane 
episode. 

We  thank  those  of  vou  who  attended  Board  meetings  and  pro- 
vided us  with  direct  comments  and  criticisms.  Special  thanks  to  the 
School  Needs  Committee  for  the  long  hours  put  in  and  the  submis- 
sion of  a  final  report  even  if  it  was  "after  the  leaves  fell."  This 
report  has  and  will  be  most  helpful  in  our  planning. 

Finally,  I  must  state  that  this  Board  has  held  the  children  of 
Bedford  foremost  in  mind  when  making  decisions,  both  budgetary 
and  educational.  We  feel  that  our  proposed  budget  reflects  this 
philosophy  and  hope  that  you  will  support  Bedford's  fine  educa- 
tional program  bv  adopting  the  budget  accordingly.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  The 
School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Bedford 

This  report  represents  the  office  of  the  superintendent  of 
schools. 

The  new  Peter  Woodbury  School  which  opened  December  10, 
1973,  has  proved  to  be  an  excellent  educational  facility  and  houses 
children  in  the  third  and  fourth  years  of  school  experience.  Children 
in  first  and  second  years  of  school  experience  have  been  housed  at 
Memorial  School.  This  has  allowed  the  McKelvie  School  to  be 
utilized  for  programs  at  the  middle  grades  of  five  through  eight. 

Home  Economics  and  Industrial  Arts  for  both  boys  and  girls 
have  been  added  to  our  program.  Both  have  proved  to  be  popular 
with  students  and  are  ably  taught  by  Ann  Landini  and  Douglas 
Rice.  All  eighth  graders  select  one  or  both  for  the  year.  All  seventh 
graders  have  their  choice  for  one-half  of  the  year.  This  provides 
exposure  for  approximately  320  students. 

By  a  vote  of  the  School  District  in  March,  1974,  four  interns 
from  the  University  of  New  Hampshire  are  spending  this  year  at 
the  McKelvie  School.  They  are  working  with  various  groups  of 
teachers,  thus  providing  for  greater  individualization  of  instruction 
at  each  grade  level.  Further,  because  of  the  unique  teaching  back- 
grounds of  each  of  the  interns,  enrichment  programs  for  students 
are  also  available.  Each  intern  has  developed  a  contract  for  the  year 
with  the  cooperating  teachers  which  specifically  outlines  the  role 
of  that  intern  within  the  instructional  setting.  Dr.  Sid  Eder  of  the 
University  spends  a  minimum  of  one  day  per  week  at  McKelvie 
assisting  the  interns  and  cooperating  teachers  in  the  program.  A 
series  of  mini-courses  for  staff  are  also  being  given  in  relevant  areas 
of  instructional  process. 

The  Supervisory  Union,  in  attempting  to  better  provide  for 
children  with  special  needs  and  to  implement  recent  legislation 
regarding  these  children,  has  retained  the  services  of  Mr.  Ric 
Blake  as  Director  of  Special  Services  for  Children.  Mr.  Blake  spends 
the  equivalent  of  two  days  per  week  in  Bedford  working  with  staff 
to  identify  students  with  special  needs  and  developing  educational 
programs  for  these  youngsters.  Further,  he  maintains  liaison  with 
agencies  outside  of  the  district  and  approves  placement  of  young- 
sters within  these  agencies  when  required. 
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Our  Annual  Report  last  March  recommended  the  adoption  of 
a  public  kindergarten  program  for  Bedford.  The  Amiual  School 
District  Meeting  on  March  7,  1974,  defeated  a  warrant  article  which 
would  have  created  a  public  kindergarten.  The  circumstances  which 
encouraged  our  support  of  a  public  kindergarten  program  last  vear 
continue.  We  have  facilities  available  and  the  program  is  needed. 
We  urge  its  support  from  the  voters  of  Bedford. 

Our  high  school  enrollment  that  is  tuitioned  to  West  High 
School  continues  to  grow.  As  of  January  6,  1975,  we  were  support- 
ing tuition  for  566  pupils.  This  represents  an  increase  of  27  from 
the  same  time  last  year.  There  are  another  90  students  that  reside 
in  Bedford  that  attend  high  school  elsewhere.  It  is  estimated  that 
our  per  pupil  cost  to  West  next  year  will  be  $1,250.  The  problem 
of  providing  a  high  school  education  for  the  residents  of  Bedford 
continues  on  an  indefinite  and  uncertain  path. 

The  year  did  not  pass  without  tragedy  of  consequence  to  the 
district.  For  many  years  Gertrude  Keeler  was  identified  as  the 
census  taker  for  the  district  and  a  member  of  the  team  that  pro- 
vided bus  service  for  our  students.  Her  dedication  to  service,  her 
love  and  compassion  for  children  in  her  care,  and  her  concern  for 
good  performance  are  well  known  to  all  of  us  that  worked  with 
her.  We  join  her  family  in  mourning  her  passing  and  refuge  in 
knowing  that  each  of  use  benefitted  from  working  with  Gert. 

The  children  of  Bedford  continue  to  benefit  from  a  quality 
educational  program  supported  bv  a  competent  professional  teach- 
ing staff.  The  dedicated  services  of  the  school  board  reinforces  our 
professional  staff  and  brings  a  viable  educational  opportunity  to  all 
students  in  our  public  schools.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRIMARY  UNIT  PRINCIPAL 

The  following  constitutes  my  annual  report  as  Principal  of  the 
Memorial  and  Peter  Woodbury  Schools. 

A  year  ago  at  this  time  we  were  adjusting  to  the  new  facilities 
of  the  Peter  Woodbury  School.  The  transition  was  made  in  a  smooth 
and  successful  manner. 

The  entire  Primary  Unit  Staff  will  be  involved  in  a  unique 
teacher  training  program  this  school  year  entitled  Project  A.P.T. 
(Applied  Psychological  Theorv).  The  course  is  designed  to  include 
both  academic  and  practical  training  and  its  aim  is  to  develop  more 
effective  ways  of  meshing  two  facets  of  education,  the  group  and 
the  individual,  through  training  teachers  and  administrators  in  the 
application  of  reinforcement  theory  and  motivational  goal  setting. 
The  ten-week  course  has  a  weeklv  1%  hour  class  session  presenting 
principles  of  reinforcement,  general  classroom  management,  objec- 
tive writing  and  task  analysis.  In  addition,  weekly  classroom  ac- 
tivities are  carried  out.  Each  participant  selects  her  own  priorities 
for  change.  Children  in  the  classrooms  of  the  participants  are  also 
involved  in  planning  rules,  choosing  reward  alternatives,  and  se- 
lecting their  own  goals. 

Integral  to  the  success  of  the  APT  course  is  video-taping  the 
classrooms  of  the  participants.  Each  teacher  has  her  classroom  taped 
at  least  five  times  within  the  period  of  the  course.  At  a  released 
time  period,  the  teacher  has  an  individual  conference  with  the 
instructor.  They  critique  the  tapes,  assess  the  success  of  programs 
instituted  by  the  teacher,  and  together  make  decisions  about  any 
needed  changes.  Alternative  activities  are  planned  for  non-classroom 
personnel  taking  the  course. 

The  curriculum  coordinators  have  been  actively  involved  in 
their  respective  areas  in  the  Primarv  Unit.  Revision  of  the  social 
studies  curriculum  under  the  direction  of  David  Faichney  is  in  the 
process  and  should  be  completed  bv  September. 

Workshops  and  a  coordinated  environmental  education  pro 
grams  are  being  planned  by  Ray  Landry  for  the  Primary  Unit  in 
science.  An  alternative  mathematics  program  will  be  introduced 
next  year  on  a  trial  basis  under  the  direction  of  Curt  Lombard. 
The  program  will  combine  the  best  of  the  modern  approach  with 
the  traditional  mathematics.  The  introduction  of  the  metric  system 
is  under  way  with  the  first  step,  workshops  for  the  classroom 
teachers,  having  been  completed.  Through  the  budgetary  process, 
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i <'    ling  series  are  being  updated  with  some  programs  being   re- 
placed with  newer  series. 

The  Primary  Unit  Educational  Planning  Team,  initiated  last 
year,  continues  to  operate  as  an  integral  part  of  our  schools,  en- 
abling us  to  meet  more  effectively  the  needs  of  all  students.  A 
referral  process  and  forms,  as  well  as  recommended  guidelines  for 
the  writing  of  educational  plans  were  developed  this  past  fall.  The 
Planning  Team  consists  of  the  administrators,  reading  specialists, 
guidance  counselor,  learning  disabilities  specialists,  nurses,  speech 
therapist,  and  the  coordinator  of  special  services. 

Each  building  in  turn  has  its  own  Planning  Team.  Students 
^  ith  learning  problems  are  referred  to  the  team  usually  by  the 
classroom  teacher,  but  anyone,  including  parents,  may  make  a 
referral.  Each  referral  is  reviewed  at  the  weeklv  building  team 
meetings.  Some  referrals  are  picked  up  immediately  by  one  of  the 
specialists.  A  student  with  more  involved  problems  may  require 
further  testing  by  specialists,  consultations  with  his  or  her  teachers, 
and  information  from  parents.  Once  the  data  is  collected  and  re- 
viewed, an  educational  plan  to  remediate  the  problem  is  written 
by  the  team  and  carried  out  by  a  teacher,  specialist,  or  designated 
individual.  Progress  of  the  student  is  reviewed  on  a  regular  basis. 
Plans  are  then  revised  or  updated  according  to  the  status  of  the 
student. 

I  would  like  to  acknowledge  the  exceptionally  fine  Volunteer 
Program  that  is  functioning  under  the  Parent-Teacher  Group.  In- 
terested Bedford  mothers  donate  their  valuable  time  and  efforts  in 
helping  the  children  and  teachers  in  a  number  of  helpful  ways  — 
one-to-one  tutorial  work,  working  with  small  groups  of  children, 
library  aides,  clerical  help.  etc.  There  is  a  Reading  Resource  Room 
at  Memorial  where  the  children  may  go  to  work  on  a  specific  skill 
or  concept  in  reading  that  thev  need  to  improve  or  master.  These 
skills  are  taught  through  educational  games  and  stimulating  activ- 
ities. On  behalf  of  the  entire  Primary  Staff,  T  sincerely  wish  to 
thank  all  of  the  volunteers  for  offering  extra  help  and  assistance  to 
the  students. 

The  School  Board  has  voted  to  include  one  Primary  Unit  class- 
room and  a  Physical  Education  teacher  in  their  1975-76  School 
Budget.  The  additional  classroom  teacher  will  permit  us  to  achieve 
a  pupil-teacher  ratio  of  20-to-one  for  our  1st  and  2nd  year  students. 
The  physical  education  instructor  will  permit  us  to  develop  and 
carrv  out  a  complete  phvsical  education  program  at  the  Primarv 
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level.  Each  student  will  participate  on  a  weekly  basis  with  a  quali- 
fied instructor. 

Once  again  I  recommend  the  Town  vote  to  include  a  public 
kindergarten  in  the  School  District.  A  kindergarten  would  strength- 
en our  present  program.  It  would  allow  us  to  control  the  kinder- 
garten experience  of  our  students.  Of  our  present  128  1st  year  stu- 
dents, 102  (80%)  have  had  kindergarten  and  26  (20%)  have  not. 
The  80%  come  from  some  20  different  situations.  There  is  obviously 
no  consistency  in  their  pre-school  experience.  We  could  identify 
earlier  potential  problems  —  visual,  auditor}',  emotional,  etc.  and 
begin  to  immediately  correct  these  difficulties.  The  kindergarten 
would  function  as  an  integral  aspect  of  the  Primary  Unit  offering 
all  students  a  rich  learning  environment  during  their  preschool 
experience. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  who  have  helped  carry  on  the  educational 
process  in  the  Primary  Unit.

Dear  Mr.  Leavitt: 

The  following  constitutes  my  ninth  annual  report,  the  fifth  as 
principal  of  the  Middle  School. 

It  is  my  opinion  that  we  have  an  outstanding  program  at  the 
Middle  School  this  year.  Mv  opinion  is  based  on  the  following. 

The  pod  program  is  now  firmly  established  in  the  school.  The 
current  eighth  grade  class  is  the  fust  group  of  students  to  ''gradu- 
ate" from  the  program.  Through  the  pod  program  we  are  better 
meeting  the  needs  of  our  students  and  the  expectations  of  their 
parents.  We  are  doing  a  much  better  job  of  diagnosing,  prescribing, 
and  remediating  problems  of  students  than  we  did  just  a  few  short 
years  ago.  We  are  also  meeting  the  needs  of  our  brighter  students 
better  than  we  did  before. 

Why  are  we  doing  a  better  job  than  before?  Consider  the 
following.  In  the  past  five  years,  we  have  added  or  expanded  the 
following  programs  and  personnel  that  have  aided  us  in  our  desire 
to  better  meet  the  needs  of  our  students. 

1.  Created  a  full  time  reading  position. 

2.  Established  a  Learning  Disabilities  Program. 

3.  Established  Home  Economics  and  Industrial  Arts  Programs. 

4.  Created  a  full  time  Nursing  Program  that  is  reaching  into 
the  classroom. 

5.  Established  a  full  time  Music  Program. 

6.  Thanks  to  the  PTG,  established  a  Volunteer  Aide  Program. 

7.  Established   an   Intern    Program   in   conjunction   with   the 
U.N.H. 

8.  Expanded  the  Interscholastic  Program  to  include  programs 
in  gymnastics,  soccer,  track  and  field. 
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9.    Established  an  Intramural  Program. 

10.  Added  an  Environmental  Education  Program. 

11.  Reduced  the  teacher-pupil  ratio  at  the  fifth  and  sixth  grades 
significantly  thanks  to  the  addition  of  two  additional  staff 
members. 

12.  Established  an  Algebra  Program  for  eighth  graders. 

Other  factors  have  contributed  to  or  aided  us  in  our  attempts 
to  run  a  quality  school.  The  school  is  no  longer  overcrowded  thanks 
to  the  opening  of  the  Peter  Woodbury  School.  We  have  gone  from 
915  students  to  668.  This  has  enabled  us  to  find  permanent  teaching 
stations  for  all  our  programs. 

The  curriculum  coordinators  have  established  themselves  as 
educational  leaders  who  get  things  done. 

Our  Guidance  Program  has  changed  its  role  in  the  school.  The 
Guidance  Counselor  is  out  in  the  classrooms  working  with  teachers 
and  students  as  opposed  to  teachers  and  students  coming  to  the 
Guidance  Office. 

The  quality  of  our  activity  programs  has  improved  considerably. 
The  frequency  and  length  of  their  meeting  has  been  significantly 
reduced. 

The  amount  of  vandalism  and  stealing  has  been  significantly 
reduced  whereas  the  national  trend  is  on  an  upward  swing. 

A  modified  program  of  electives  in  the  areas  of  music,  art,  and 
guidance  has  significantly  altered  the  attitude  of  our  seventh  and 
eighth  graders  for  the  better. 

The  School  District  can  be  justly  proud  of  its  teachers,  students 
and  programs.
